Reading the Moon. 


' 
Probably, there is no oilier one thing upon which weather 


prophets rely to such an extent as they do upon the moon and 
its changes. The goosebou^Tllie thickness of corn husks and 
chestnut burrs, and many other things all serve their purpose 
in. aiding the weather prophet io'-'loimiilate his forecasts, 
whether for a week, a month or for a season, but the'moon is 
a-stand-by-twelve months in the year and constitutes a never- 
failing source of authority for the man who is always ready to 
foretell (he weather, which if not Iruc to prediction is the fault 
of the weather and no! of himself. 
"•The habit of predicting.whellier a month will be wet or dry 
is not confined to the professional wealherwise. 
Practically 


everybody pays attention to Ihe new moon, which is supposed 
to tell accurately whether Ihe ensuing month will be wet or 
dry, 
notwithstanding the fact that there are exactly opposite 


ways of reading the moon for the exlracfion of (his informa- 
tion 
The most common understanding is that if the new 


moon lays "flat on its back" (lie month will be dry, while if it 
stands more or less upright it means an ensuing wet spell. Yet 
there arc those who contend that these positions ot the moon 
mean exactly the opposite and, so far'a'fc-known, this disagree- 
ment has never been eliminated. Perhaps this is because the 
different readings of the moon work out so nearly the same in 
the lorn;- run. 


Nevertheless it costs nothing to gaze at Ihe new moon and 


lay down a weather schedule for the next thirty days, and Ihal 
there is a certain pleasure in the practice is attested by Ihe well 
nigh universal indulgence therein, particularly in Ihe country 
districts. City people have little use for the moon one way or 
Ihe other, and from them it receives scant attention. 
Bui the 


genuine countryman knows the hour and minute when every 
change will lake place and notes these changes willi a zeal thai 
is almost religious in its fervor. 


Of course "all signs fail in dry weather," and (he same is 


equally true of wet weather. 
For Ibis'reason it is impossi- 


.ble to corner the prophet who bases his predictions on (he 
moon, and he not only enjoys the process, !mi sea Hers enter- 
tainment right and Icfl ns-he proclaims, not what he says, but 
Avhal the moon says about (he wealher. 


To young people the moon is most significanl when it is at 


or near'Ihe full, for obvious reasons, but the seasoned weath- 
erman begins when it is about the size and shape ol a sickle 
and follows it religiously through its changes until il "comes 
ag'in."

The navy department has received 


tin; rciiorts ot officers attached lo na- 
val stations giving tile list of articles 
and tliclr V:I|IICH curried us dead stoclc 
in the sliipa' stores. This represents 
the accumulation of the supplies which 
were brought early in this adminis- 
tration .vlien Secretary Daniels umlM-- 
:ook lo introduce a new method or pur 
chasing cniitccn supplies for sale to 
he enlisted men. At that time it was 
ipprcciatcd that this was a grave mis- 
take, since it was not u question of 
price or quality of the articles to be 
carried In these sloros, so much aa it 
was a ni-llter of individual preference 
and demand on the part of tlloso who 
were spending their own 
moaoy. 
in 


making (lioso purclusca. It has been 
imagined dial the aniolnt 
ot stock 


which tins been left unaold nnd rn- 
mains mrasalablo would bo exlcnslve, 
but to the surprise of those wlio have 
been mnklng an cellmate, the aggre- 
gate value of the articles carried in 
what lias conic to be known as "dead 
stock" will not exceed J7.000. Some of 
llio ships havo none of this stock on 


others have comparatively lit- 


tle; while still otlici ships arc carrying 
a. good deal, such as the U. S. s. Ten- 
icssce, tlic unsalable supplies of which 
are valued at $1,«0. The Hal of dead 
iloelc includes school books, for whlct 
t Is reported there Is no demand. 
There are loo. numerous brands of to- 
bacco required originally because the 
navy dcpnrlment was anxious lo car- 
ry all possible varltfts, largely because 
or the mistaken notion on the part of 
the naval authorities that cheapness 
would be n fuclor In Hie sale of thcac 
supplies. .\a a result many of the ulilpa 
arc carrying brands of tobacco

shelves. On one vessel an attempt was
